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KM. Moore having lately purchaſed an Eſtate in 
the County of Wicklow, did (together with 
'Þ; Mr. Fichard Uniech., and one Mr. / 

Moore ) about three weeks fince, go down 

to view his concerns there : And being come to their 

Inne, at a place called Dromgreagh near Paltingleſs, 

where they intended to Lodge that Night ; the DoQor 

a diſcourſe of (ſeveral things that happened ts 

him in his Childhood near that place, and that it was 
about 34 years ſince he had been in that Country : 

That he had been often told by his Mother, and ſeveral 
others of his Relations, of ſpirits which they call'd 

Fairies, whey fed frequently n 10 eavry hins away, and 

continue 
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continue him with them for ſome time, without doing 
him the leaſt prejudice : But his Mother being very 
much frighted and concern'd thereat, did as = as 
he was miſling, ſend to a certain Old Woman, her 
Neighbour in the Country, who by repeating ſome 
Spells or Fxorciſms, would ſuddenly cauſe his return, 
Mr. Uniack aled feveral Arguments to dilſwade the 
Doctor from the belief of (© idte and improbable a 
Story ; Bat notwithſtanding what was ſaid to the 
contrary, the Dottor did polttively affirm the truth 
thereof. And during the dilgpnte, the on a ſud- 
den ſtarting yp, tafd theme mult Jeave Yheir Com- 
pany, for he was called away. Mr: Uziack perceiving 
him to be raiſed off from the ground, catches faſt hold 
of his arm with one hand, _ mwined his arm within 
the Dottor's arm, and with his other band graſpt the 
Dottor's ſhonlder 5 Laughlin Moore hikewile held him 
on the other fide : Burt the Doctor ( maugre their 
firength ) was lifted off the ground. L aughlix Moore's 
fear eauled him preſently to let go ; but Mr. Oriack 
cominucd bis hold, and was carricd above a yard from 
the ground, and then by ſome extraordinary unper- 
ceived force was compelled to quit. The Doctor was 
bucried immediately out of the Room, but whether 
conveyed through the window, or out at the door, 
they being ſo affrighted none of them could declare. 


The two Gentlemen being greatly ſurprized ax the 
ſtrangeneſs of the accident, and troubled for the Jots 
of their Friead, call'd for the Inn-keeper, to whom they 
" related what had befaln their Companion, He ſeery'd 

not 
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not to be much terrifed thereat, as if ſuch diſaſters 
'were commen thereabonts ; bur told ther, T has withe 


in a quarter of a mile there lived a Woman, who by 
the Neighbourhood was call'd a H;ſe-womar, ard who 
did uſually give Intelligence of ſeveral things that had 
been loſt, and at C ntcl that were gone aſtiay, and he 
doubred not but if the Woman were ſent for, ſhe could 
relvlve ther where their Friend was, and by what 
means conveyed away. They forthwith ſent a Meſſen- 
ger for the Woman, who being come, Mr. Uniach de- 
manded if ſhe could give them any account of a Gen- 
tleman, one Dr. Moore, that had been Spirited ' our of 
their Company about an hour before. The Woman 
told him ſhe could, and that he was then in a Wood 
about a mile diſtant, preparing to take Horſe 3 that in 
one hand he had a Glaſs of \Vine, in the other a picce 
of Bread; that he was very much courted to cat and 
drink, but if he did either, he ſhould never be fice 
from a Conſumption, and pine away to death. 
Mr. Uniackh gave the Woman a Cobb, and defired her 
to'ule ſome means for preventing his cating and drink- 
ing. ; She anſwered, He ſhould neither eat nor drink 
with them : And then ſtruck down her hand, as if (he 
were hatching at ſomething. When (he had thus done, 
ſhe often repeated a Spell or Charm in /rifſþ, the tub» 
ſtance whereof was ; Firſt ſhe runs his Pedigree back 
four Generations, and, calls his Anceſtors by their ſeve- 
ral Names 3 then him trom the Eaſt, the Weſt, 
the Nozth, andihe South, from Troops and Regiments, 
eſpecially, from the Goyernour mounted on the Sorrel 
Hoe, &c... And afcr having repeated the Charm, the 
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pave them an account of the ſeveral places the Dotor 
be carried unto that Night. 


As firſt, from the Wood to x Dance Port about (event 
les diftant, where there _— be great Revelli 
and Dancin g,\pogether with variety of Meats and Lt- 
quors ; to the eating and drinking whereof he ſhould 
be very much imporruned, but promiſed ſhe would 
prevent his doing either. And from that Fort he was 
to be carried twenty miles farther, where there would 
likewiſe be great Merrim«nt, and then to the Sever 
(bnrcher ;, and towards Da y-break fhould be return'd 
ſafe to the company of his Friends, without any dam- 
mage or miſcmef whatſoever: and fo took leave of 
Mr. Uniack and Mr. Moore. 
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About ſix a clock the next morning, Dr. Moore 
krocked at the door, and being let in, deftred Meat 
and Drink might be provided tor him, for that he way 
both hungry and thirſty, having been hurried from 

lace to place all that Night : And after having refreſh'd 
mſelf, diſcours'd ot the manner of his being taken 
away 3 That it ſeem' to him there "came mo the 
Room about twenty men, ſome mounted on Horſe- 
back,others on foot,and laid hokd on him 3 That he was 
ſenfible of Mr. Unieck's and Mr. Moore's -ndeavours to 
have kept him, and of the force they uſed ; but it was 
all to no purpoſe, for had there been fonrty more 
would have ſignified 3 That fiom the 
he was carried to a Wood, a mile diſtant, where 
was & fine Horſe prepared}, and as he was about to 
mount,

monnt, » GlaG of Wine was given him, and a cruſt of 


Bread ; but when he offer'd to cart and drink, they were 


both ſtruck out of his hand ; That from thence he went 
in the ſame Company that had taken him away, to a 
Tanes Fort about ſeven miles from the Wood ; That 
he imagined him(clt 10 be mounted on a white Horſe, 
whoſe motion was exceeding ſwift, #nd when they 
came to the Fort, their Company multiplied to about 
thrce hundred large and well-proportioned Men and 
Women : Ke who {cem d to be Thief, was mounted on 
a Sonic] Horſe ; that they all diſmounted and fell to 
dancing, and that ft care to the Dodtor's tin te 
lead a Dance, which be did rementer the Tune be 
danced unto. 


That after the dancing, there appear'd a moſt ſum 
twous Banquet, and the Governour took him by t 
hand and defired him to cat ; which he feveral — 
attempred, but was prevented by ſomething that ſti 
ſtruck the Meat out of his hand : And © gives an ac- 
count how from thence he was carried to the ſeveral 
places the Old Woman had mentioned the = be- 
fore z and that about break of day he found himſelf 


alone withm tight of the lane. 


Mr. Uniach was lo curious as 1o go ſeven miles out 
of his way, to (ec the Danes Fort, and the DoGtor was 
his Guide ; who traced the path he had travelled the 
Night before ſo exatily, that it his Horſe went but a 
yard out of the track, he would preſently ruin him 
into It againz and that ufon vicw of the Fort, he 

found 
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ound the Graſs ſo trodden down, and the Ground 
beaten, as if five hundred men had been there. 


This was related by Mr. Uniach in the preſence of 
one Dr. Murphey, a Civilian , Dr. Moore timlclt; and 
Mr. 1 #dlew, one of the Six Clerks of the High Court,
